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INTRODUCTION 


This book is the fourth volume of the genealogy series that I have been working on for several 
years. It focuses on my mother's family, the Insua and Harguindey clans, who lived in Buenos Aires 
and surroundings areas. In this book, I have tried to collect and preserve the stories, photos and 
documents that tell the history of these families and their descendants. 


The research for this book was not easy, as | encountered many gaps and mysteries in the records 
and memories of my relatives. For the Harguindey family tree, I relied mostly on the work done by 
my niece Teresa, who is the daughter of my uncle Hector Horacio Harguindey (Cacho). She 
compiled a booklet with the Harguindey family tree and the origin of the surname, which comes 
from the Basque region in Spain and France. Some of her relatives even visited those places and 
met some distant family members who still live there. 


For the Insta family, however, I had less luck. I have been researching the history and the heraldry 
of the Insta family name, which has its origin in Galicia, a region in northwestern Spain with a 
strong Basque influence. I was especially curious about Ubalda de la O, my mother’s paternal 
grandmother, who was married to Ramon Insta. According to family lore, she was a native 
Argentinean from Translasierra in Cérdoba, but I could not find any evidence to support that 
claim. In fact, I discovered that she was baptized in Quilmes, in the province of Buenos Aires, so 
she must have been born there or nearby. Moreover, my DNA test from Ancestry.com revealed 
that I have 3% Indigenous Americas, Argentina, and Paraguay ancestry from my maternal side, 
which suggests that Ubalda had some indigenous roots, but I don't know where exactly she came 
from or who her ancestors were. 


One of the most valuable sources for this book was my mother herself, or Abuela Lola as the 
younger generation called her. She agreed to record some of her memories with my brother Oscar 
(Caroso), who interviewed her several times. At first, she was reluctant to do so, but then she 
opened up and shared many interesting and touching stories about her life and her family. My 
father (Abuelo) never wanted to do the same for his family, although he had many stories to tell. 


In 2013, we took a trip to Argentina and once there, we traveled to Chivilcoy, a town in the 
Province of Buenos Aires, where my family’s mother lived for many years during her earlier years. 
There we explored the streets, collected family documents from newspapers, municipal and church 
archives, and visited the cemetery where some of my relatives are buried. We also walked around 
Buenos Aires, looking for some of the places that my mother mentioned in her stories or that I 
remembered from my childhood. 


I have also used online platforms like Ancestry.com and FamilySearch.org to find more 
information about my family tree. These websites are amazing sources for genealogical research, 
but they are not enough. I wish we had asked more questions to my grandmother and other older 
family members when they were still alive. I hope that by compiling this volume, I can honor their 
memory and share their legacy with future generations as well.

The Harguidey family came from France to Spain in the early 1800s. The surname seems to 
originate from the small Basque-French town of lholdy, where there is still a cottage with the name 
of its owners on the door: Jesus Maria Tristant de Hargindei. The surname Harguindey is a 
derivative of other older names such as Argindei that comes from argin: mason which could be 
translated as “stonemason.”

When this Basque surname became French, it changed to Hargundeguy, and later in Spain, to the 
definitive Harguindey. 


Jacques Harguindeguy Garra was born in Iholdy (Aquitaine) on September 22, 1791; his ancestors 
were known to be "heirs of the House of Elicalde." They were farmers and businessmen in the 
wool and leather sectors, a trade of duranguiers. His mother, Marie Garra, came from a family of 
tanners. A brother of hers, Beltran Garra, a tanner, settled in Santiago de Compostela before the 
Napoleonic invasion. After the Napoleonic Invasion (which occurred between 1815-1820), he 
hired two of his nephews, Jacques (Santiago) Harguindeguy Garra (Iholdy, 1791) and Jean (Juan) 
Harguindeguy Garra (Santiago de Compostela, 1801) as officers. There they evolved into master 
tanners, and manufacturers-owners. Juan stayed with his uncle’s factory. It was around that time 


that their surname changed to Harguindey. 


The region of Compostela offered abundant water, hides, and oak wood from where tannin was 
extracted for the tanning process. At that time, many other French families came to invest in 
industries, especially textiles, taking advantage of the good conditions mentioned, the industrious 
fame of Béjar, and the low salaries of an underdeveloped and ruined country. 


Why did they settle in Puerto de Béjar? At that time the largest national center of leather 
production was in Santiago de Compostela and Galicia. The supply and marketing were 
traditionally done by the south, mainly by Seville, Cadiz and Malaga. And Béjar was halfway 
through a kind of "Leather Route.” 
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Matilde Agero Hernandez and her husband Jacques Neveu have compiled an extensive study on 
this family and produced a very detailed family tree. It is an authentic looking tree, as the word 
depicts. It includes many families related to this wellknown surname in Béjar and Puerto de Béjar.

Other people who are dedicated to the study of this surname are Tomas Santoro Sanchez- 
Harguindey, originally from Vigo, a doctor who lives in Burgos; and Claude Larronde, a French 
historian and descendant of an Harguindéguy, who carried out research in the civil archives of 
Pau, and whose family tree, published on the internet, coincides with those of Matilde, Jacques 
and Thomas. 


They have created a group on the internet, at no cost, where the family tree is located. The group 
website contains the latest updates and photos that members of the group have included.

Already in Spain, Santiago "Mayor" Harguindey Garra, who had settled in Puerto de Béjar, married 
Dominica Courtada, a native of Hendaya, on September 20, 1823. She owned a tanning factory. 


Santiago "Mayor" Harguindey Garra and Dominica Courtada started the family branch of Puerto 
de Béjar which began spreading, first throughout the area, and later, throughout Spain as the 
descendants had been marrying outside of the region. 


There are few who still maintain the surname Harguindey since the descendants of the 
Harguindey women have been losing it by taking their betrothed names. However, the magnificent 
work of compilation of Matilde and Jacques and their extraordinary family tree, have made it 
possible to locate anyone belonging to the family, regardless of keeping the surname or not. 


Santiago "Mayor" Harguindey and Dominica Courtada had eleven children, all born in Puerto de 
Béjar: 


Domingo (1824) married Ramona Herrero, from Hervas (1920); (Alejo [1825] and Mariana 
[1826]). José Paulino (1927) married Matilde Caperan, from Puerto de Béjar, and in his second 
marriage, Ana Gomez, also from Puerto de Béjar; (Maria Francisca (1829). Susana (1830-1918) 
married Anselmo Petit Aguado, cloth manufacturer from Béjar (1832-1896); (Ramon [1832]). 
Antolina (1836-1900) married Juan José Gregorio Martin, a tannery manufacturer from Puerto de 
Béjar (1823-1901). Catalina de Sena (1837) married Luis Beltran Harguindey Legerén, a tanning 
manufacturer from Santiago de Compostela. He was the son of Santiago "Menor" Harguindey and 
Inés Legerén, and therefore his wife's first cousin. Maria Eudovia (1837- Béjar 1872) married 
Aquilino Martinez Lazaro, who was also from Béjar. 


Encouraged by the success in the family business, in 1819, a third brother came to Spain, the 
youngest of the family, who was also called Santiago (Iholdy, 1801 - Santiago de Compostela, 
1845). To differentiate him from Santiago, the eldest of the brothers, he began to be known as 
"Santiago Menor.” He would start as an officer in the tanning factory of San Nicolas de Sar, leased 
by "Santiago Mayor.” 


It is also known that there was a fourth brother, Salvat (Salvador) Harguindeguy (1798-1876) who 
went to Cuba, where following the family tradition, he established a tanning factory in Cienfuegos 
and prospered. He also exploited a sugar mill. 


The industry that Harguindey founded was soon a reality and endured over time. He died in 
Puerto de Béjar in 1855, succeeded by Luis Harguindey Legerén and then Tomas Harguindey 
Gomez. Both the tanneries of Puerto and those of Béjar prospered due to their symbiosis with 
another relevant industrial activity in the region: the chacineria (sausage shop). In fact, in 
Candelario, a large number of cattle were slaughtered, which provided a good number of skins for 
tanning. 


The tanning factories of Puerto de Béjar existed until the mid-sixties of the twentieth century, 
ending more than a century of industrial activity. At present, the street of the Teneria is a memory 
of that time of strength of the town, which had once boasted it would be an industrial giant. 
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Santiago “Menor” Harguindegtty Garra married Inés Legerén and from that union, Juan 
Harguindey Legerén was born, around 1831. Juan married Dolores Rosende and from that union 
was born Julian Harguindey Rosende, founder of the Argentinian family. 


Julian arrived in Argentina around 1880 in search of hides for the family tanneries installed in 
Galicia.

Julian stayed in Argentina, acquired considerable landholdings, started a general merchandise 
store chain, and worked with the railway warehouse in Buenos Aires and in Chivilcoy (Province of 
Buenos Aires). He married Catalina Argento (1881), and became the parents of the following: 


1) JULIAN, born in 1882, dedicated his life to raising livestock and to the administration of 
agricultural lands in the provinces of Buenos Aires, Cordoba and the country of Paraguay. He 
married Ana Floran in 1900; they became parents of: A) Julian, married to Nair Rosso Lastra, 
parents of: Al) Julian, A2) Jorge, A3) Ana Cristina, A4) Alejandro. B) Eloisa, single. C) Ana Licia, 
single. D) Héctor Horacio, who married Irene Solveyra-Varela, parents of D1) Héctor Horacio, 
entrepreneur of the CileneCarilé Group, Ushuaia, Buenos Aires, married to Maria Teresa 
Bianchi, parents of Sebastian and Santiago, based in London, and in second marriage with Liliana 
de Monasterio, parents of Victoria and Catalina. D2) Maria Teresa, teacher, married to Neil 
Brockenshire, Canadian, based in Buenos Aires and Chivilcoy (Province of Buenos Aires), parents 
of Tomas Diego, Maité Sofia, and Lucas Gabriel. D3) José Maria, music teacher based in Montreal, 
married to Maria Ester Cora, parents of Nicolas and Julian. E) Jorge Fidel, accountant and founder 
of the company Citisa, married to Maria Celia Foucher, parents of El) Ana Celia, married to 
Alfredo Lamm, Costa Rican, living in Tortuguitas, parents of Tatiana, Agustin, and Paola, based 
in Brazil. E2) Julian Enrique, entrepreneur of the Nahuelco group (Argentina, Brazil and Chile); 
his first marriage to Maria Susana Loza, parents of Julian Manuel, his second marriage to Sandra 
Laura Smimmo, based in Buenos Aires. E3) Jorge Pablo, translator, married to Ana Santos, 
parents of Joaquin, based in CABA. E4) Martin Eugenio, school director, married to Regina 
Gerbaldo, based in Mar del Plata and parents of Benjamin and Olivia.

3) DOLORES, married to Feliciano Instia. 
4) CELIA, married to Salvador Tomas Uhart.

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ORIGINS OF THE NAME INSUA 


The surname Insta has its origins in the Galician region of Spain, which is in the northwestern 
corner of the country. Galicia has a rich and distinct cultural heritage, with its own language, 
customs, and traditions that set it apart from the rest of Spain. 


While the Insta surname has a rich history and cultural significance, its meaning is not entirely 
clear. Some scholars believe that it may be derived from the Old Spanish word "enstia," which 
means edge or border. Other scholars believe that the surname Insta is derived from the Galician 
word "Insta," which means an island, or a piece of land surrounded by water or the Latin word 
"insula," which means island. This suggests that the first people to bear this surname may have 
lived near a river or a body of water. It is also possible that they owned or worked on an island or a 
piece of land that was surrounded by water. 


There is also the town of Instia, in the province of Lugo in the northwestern region of Spain which 
is known for its beautiful landscape, rich history, and cultural heritage. It was once a strategic 
location during the Roman Empire and later played a significant role in the Middle Ages as a key 
stop along the famous Camino de Santiago pilgrimage route. The town was also an important 
center for agriculture, trade, and commerce, which contributed to its growth and development 
over the centuries. 


The use of surnames in Spain dates to the medieval period when people began to use them as a 
way of distinguishing one person from another. Prior to this time, people were typically known 
only by their given names. However, as populations grew and communities became more complex, 
it became necessary to have a way of identifying individuals by their family name. In medieval 
times, it was common for people to take on the name of their place of origin as a way of 
identifying themselves and distinguishing themselves from others. As such, it is likely, for example, 
that individuals who were born or lived in the town of Instia adopted the Insta surname as a way 
of identifying themselves and their families. 


Whatever its true origin, the Insta surname remains a significant part of Spanish culture and 
history. Over time, the Insta surname spread beyond the town of Insta to other parts of Spain 
and eventually to other parts of the world. Today, the surname can be found in various Spanish- 
speaking countries, including Argentina, Chile, Mexico, and the United States, among others. 


The surname Insta does have a coat of arms. The coat of arms for the Insta family features a 
shield divided into four quadrants. The upper left and lower right quadrants are blue with a silver 
castle on a green hill. The upper right and lower left quadrants are silver with a green tree. The 
shield is topped with a gold crown. The castle on the blue field symbolizes strength, protection, 
and stability. The tree on the silver field represents growth, renewal, and wisdom. The green hill 
on which the castle sits may symbolize the family's Galician origins, as the region is known for its 
lush hills and landscapes. The coat of arms for the Instia family is a symbol of the family's heritage 
and history, and it is a way for the family to identify itself and distinguish itself from others. The 
coat of arms may also serve as a source of pride and inspiration for members of the Insta family, 
reminding them of their ancestors and their place in history.

It is worth noting, however, that coats of arms were traditionally granted to specific individuals or 
families by monarchs or heraldic authorities, and they are not necessarily indicative of a family's 
actual history or achievements. Additionally, there may be different variations of the Insta coat of 
arms, depending on the region or country in which the family is located. 


The work "Linajes y Blasones de Galicia," by Father Crespo, where the heraldry and the history of 
the family name Instia appears, is the most important treatise of the heraldry of Galicia (Spain) 
and was published three hundred years after the appearance of the posthumous “Nobiliario, 
Armas y Triunfos de Galicia,” by Father Felipe de la Gandara. The author, Father Crespo Pozo, for 
this investigation, had to spend countless nights and costly trips that were rewarded with the 
collaboration of nobles such as the Dukes of Medinaceli, facilitating to him the archive of the 
Grand Casa Marquesal de Camarasa. All this resulted in a multitude of sources of consultation 
that made the scholarly work encyclopedic and illustrative in Galician heraldry. This work collects, 
as we have already said, the history and heraldry of the family Insta so the Instias are Galician or 
linked in some of their branches to Galicia. The family name Insta was included by the 
Chronicler and King of Arms, Don Vicente de Cadenas y Vicent, in his "Repertoire of Coats of 
Arms of the Spanish Community,” which means that the lineage Instia has an official coat of arms 
certified by the King of Arms. It is said that the “Repertoire of Blazons of the Spanish 
Community” is the greatest work of Spanish heraldry, where the surnames with heraldics appear, 
like the family name Instia, arranged alphabetically, with their coats of arms. This work included 
the content of many manuscripts of the National Library of Madrid and corresponding to Minutes 
of Kings of Arms that collects Spanish surnames such as Insta. Surnames are either Spanish or 
linked to Spain; the family Insta is one of those surnames. There are also thousands of heraldic 
and heraldic shields from several Sections of the National Historical Archive, as well as the Royal 
Chancery of Valladolid, Salas de los Hidalgos of Vizcaya, etc. In summary, those who have the 
surname Instia have passed many tests of nobility or knightage.

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ABUELA LOLA’S RECOLLECTIONS - I

The Sleeping Grandfather, Don Ramon Insta and The Mysterious Grandmother, Ubalda de la O 


This is the predominant image that I have of my paternal grandfather, Don Ramon Insta. Of 
Spanish Basque roots, his father had come to Argentina as a merchant. He died when he was 
about 100 years old, playing his guitar under a large tree, in front his house’s gallery in San 
Vicente (a town very close to the city of Buenos Aires), and where he used to nap on summer days. 
I remember the gallery with the large arcades and the big tree in front of it. 


He had large landholdings in that town, an area of very fertile soil. He had cattle and especially 
horses for the quad races, which he was very fond of. All the men of the village followed him and 
his horses to the quad races in the area and the festivities ended with a big celebration, where he 
played the guitar and had great fun with everyone else. 


My paternal grandmother was named Ubalda de la O, his wife. She was for me always a little 
mysterious because of her origin. She had hair that did not get gray but faded, combed very tight 
and tied with bun on top of her head. She was very stern and wore the classic clothes of her time, 
dark colors, very wide long skirts, and dresses buttoned all the way to the neck with double rows of 
buttons. She had a white aureole around her dark pupils, because of her advanced age, but she 
could read without glasses. 


They had eight children, six boys, and two girls. The girls never married and dressed exactly like 
their mother. Half of their children had brown hair and a very white complexion; the other half 
had dark skin and very black hair. They said that they must have “Indian” blood from some 
ancestor on the mother’s side. 


From this austere climate at the house, created by my grandmother, my grandfather escaped. His 
professional children learned of his guitarreadas (parties where he played the guitar) and they got 
very angry "...what would people say." He quarreled with them and went to our house where he 
was very well received. I remember his arrivals very well, but within a few days, he would miss his 
guitar, his friends, and his quad races, and who knows what else, and returned to his home until 
the next incident. 


My grandparents’ second son was Feliciano, my father. He was a dentist, and he and my mother 
were very amused by his escapades; they showered him with affection, and he came and went to 
our house as he pleased. My house was in Buenos Aires and was very different from the one he 

lived in with his children and his wife. 


I have no recollections of my maternal great grandparents, Nicolas Argento and Ana Massa, no 
resources, or references. My brother Enrique knows more about them; he was closer to them in his 
youth.

My maternal grandmother, Abuelita Catalina, was a great lady of Italian origin. Her mother, Ana 
Massa came from Genoa. My maternal Spanish grandfather was an extraordinary person known to 
me through my mother's stories; I never met him because he died very young. His name was Julian 
Harguindey Rosende and he arrived in this land very young, as a visitor and a merchant to 
negotiate the purchase of hides from wild cattle for his father who had a large tannery in Santiago 
de Compostela, Spain. He came from a very wealthy family of tanners. I heard later that his family 
never thought that he would stay in Argentina among people he did not know and so they 
disowned him. He was very handsome; his portraits were spectacular. He died very young from a 
leg infection around 1893 and left a family with very young children, two girls and two boys. But 
Abuelita Catalina Argento de Harguindey, the great love of my life, was an extraordinary woman 
who kept the family within the same economic level with which they had lived. 


She was of Italian descent, but was born in Argentina, extremely fine and respected in Chivilcoy, a 
town in the province of Buenos Aires, very close to the city of Buenos Aires. My mother was the 
second daughter of that marriage and the first woman. The first daughter died at birth. My 
grandfather had achieved a solid economic position with landholdings, businesses with several 
branches, and a very prominent house within the town. 


Abuelita Catalina had grown up in Buenos Aires, where her parents also held a prominent 
position. She met Domingo Sarmiento (one of Argentina’s presidents) and his daughter Manuelita 
Rosas. She lived the history of the country with a clear intelligent mind until the middle of this 
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century. Her economic independence lasted until her death at age 98 in Cordoba, where she was 
living with her daughter Celia. 


My grandmother Abuelita Catalina’s first daughter was my mother Dolores Harguindey (Malola). 
She was born in Chivilcoy July 20, 1888. She married in Chivilcoy on November 18, 1907, to 


Feliciano Insta. Seven years after their marriage I was born in 1914.

My mother's stories gave me a very beautiful picture of her father and mother and her early 
childhood, adolescence, and marriage to my father. When she was a child, they traveled very often 
to Buenos Aires, the mother, father, and children and for those train trips the father rented a 
whole train car so that no one would bother his wife and children. The clothes were bought in 
Buenos Aires and a tailor attended to the clothes of my grandfather and his wife. This was done 
again by my mother and father, later, of course. 


My life and my memories are tied very close to the Harguindey family and the children of Abuelita 
Catalina and her grandchildren, especially the children of her eldest son also named Julian.

ABUELA LOLA’S RECOLLECTIONS - II 


As told to her son, Oscar Feliciano Carlos Stiefel 


Julian Harguindey was sent by his father, when he had finished his studies, at the end of the 

1860s, or the beginning of 1870, from Navarra, Spain to see what possibilities there were in 
Argentina with the cowhide business. His father sent him to work at the house of some friends in 
Buenos Aires (Spaniards). Then he started on his own and finally had a chain of businesses, one of 
them in Chivilcoy. He met Abuelita Catalina (Catalina Argento Massa) who lived in a house on 
Bartolomé Mitre Street next to Basilica de Nuestra Sefiora de la Piedad in Buenos Aires. I knew 
this because Malola, who lived on Calle Solis, parallel to Avenida de Mayo (close to Plaza del 
Congreso) told me "Abuelita Catalina lived there." Much later, Malola lived in a small apartment, I 
believe, on the 9th floor. Malola and her parents, when Malola was young, lived next to the 


Basilica de Nuestra Sefora de la Piedad. 
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Around the 1880s, Abuelita Catalina and Julian got married. Then they went to live in Chivilcoy. 
Uncle Lorenzo, my mother’s brother, always impressed me; he wore a beard, and he was big. That 
impression has remained with me through the years. We visit them often, because Abuelita 
Catalina enjoyed visiting them; she loved them very much, especially Amelia (his daughter). One 
day, Uncle Lorenzo came from the fields in his working clothes and opened the lower dresser 
drawer and I looked in and it was full of silver. Uncle Lorenzo's wife was Josefina Bullrich. She was 
fat. The two youngest sons had been born "confused." La Beca called them on the phone and 
"flirted" with Lorencito. The other daughter (Josefina) was married to a military Madou of the 
Navy. Another daughter Anatilde married a pharmacist. She was pretty and cheerful and went to 
live in Tandil. The other one was Laura, the oldest, very rigid. When Julian Harguindey died, he 
was very young, perhaps by 1893-94, Abuelita Catalina notified the relatives in Spain, but no one 
came because "he had crossed them." Many years later, an Harguindey doctor came from Madrid, 
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but Abuelita Catalina did not receive him. So, he visited Julian, his son, who was married to Ana 
Floran. 


Julian, very young, was riding a horse and injured his knee and it seems that the infection caused 
his death. He left Abuelita Catalina, a widow with 4 children. Abuelita Catalina remembered 
when she brought a bouquet of flowers to President Sarmiento, when he went to school for an 
inauguration, and she had to give it to him. She remembered she had a big bow on that pulled her 
hair and made her hurt. 


Ubalda de la O: lived in the mountains, but on the other side (Translasierra) in the Cordoba 
province. There is a place there where there is a Virgin de la O. ...there were two mountain 
chains... coming down from a chain where we lived...When she visited Malola and Feliciano in 
Tandil she said that those there were not mountains. 


Ramon Insta: he was from a town (village) where everyone was an Insta. Ram6n found out about 
America and Buenos Aires so he came to see what was happening. Once here, he began to call his 
relatives and they all settled in the province of Buenos Aires. 


Ubalda: she had a very rough complexion, golden skin, and faded hair (straw like) all tight with a 
bun on top of her head. The eyes had a white aureole, typical of her indigenous origins. 


Ramon Insta owned lands on the road from Buenos Aires to La Plata. His hobby was racehorses. 
Perhaps because of the horses he came to Translasierra where he met Ubalda. He traded part of 
his land for a racehorse. He died in San Vicente playing the guitar under his tree; he fell asleep (he 
used to take a nap there) and did not wake up again. The family didn't like him racing horses. He 
hid it, but someone always told his children, so they got angry and then he went to Feliciano's 
house for a few days. 


Initially my mother could not have children (she couldn’t get pregnant). Near Tandil there are 
some slopes that form a lake called "Fuentes del Amor.” She had probably gone to the Sierras de 
Tandil as a tourist. There, someone told her that a woman who bathed in those waters became 
fertile. She bathed there and she became pregnant. 


Abuelita Catalina was notified of a girl who was going to have a baby and she did not want it, so 
they were going to leave the baby at Abuelita Catalina’s front door for Malola to adopt him, but 
Abuelita Catalina said no, that Malola was already pregnant. This girl had the baby, and they gave 
him to Abuelita Catalina’s friend who adopted him. 


During the summers, our family came to Saldan for a vacation and Celia also came to visit us. 
Much later, Abuelita Catalina and Celia also spent the summers in Unquillo, Cordoba with Cholo 
because of his asthma. They thought the dry, clean mountain air was helpful for his condition. 
Much later, they moved permanently to Cordoba.

Abuelita Catalina always had maids. She usually had two girls (who were sent to her from Italy as 
immigrants) but there were too many girls coming always, so they stayed a while and then the 
others came. She would teach them everything related to housework and then they would have 
good perspectives for finding work at other houses. She also taught them Spanish. 


Abuelita Catalina had beautiful furniture, they were works of art, made of light wood. 


After the car accident in which Alcides and Juan Duarte died on Three Kings Day (January 6, 
1926), Feliciano rented a house in Quilmes so that the kids (Lola, Saul and Enrique) had a patio 
to play. (After they had a "life changing experience.") Three years later Feliciano died. Malola 
stayed there for two more years. Abuelita Catalina and Celia went there to accompany her for a 
while. 


Feliciano played a lot of pelota frontén (a Basque ball game), and he had many friends. The 
children went to the river using the open tram; they had passes to ride the tram for free. 


Malola set up a music conservatory in Quilmes, a branch of the "Fracassi" of Buenos Aires. I 
studied piano, violin, and declamation, but I hated it. The dogs would bark when I played. Malola 
was very good at playing Chopin's Polonaise, "The Heroic March." From the Fracassi Conservatory 
in Buenos Aires, they called her when there were people who wanted to learn to play the Polonaise 
on the piano. She was also a concert violinist. 


—  —————— 


Our family moved from Buenos Aires to Tandil because Feliciano said he was bored of the city. 
Enrique, my youngest brother, was born in Tandil. We lived there for 5 years, 1918 to 1923, and 
returned to Buenos Aires, on Avenida de Mayo, on top of the pastry shop "Armonia," a very well- 
known bakery. We had an apartment with a large and wide balcony. The pastry shop had an 
awning, and from the balcony, we played races with the cutlery, throwing them into the awning. 
Then the waiter from the pastry shop picked them up and took them to Malola who gave him a 
tip. Feliciano died in Quilmes March 19, 1928, when I was 14 years old. I was going to be 15 but 
did not want a party. 


Celia Harguindey (later de Uhart), my mother’s sister, was born in Chivilcoy in 1892 and died in 
Argiiello, at 262 Alsina Street, on March 2, 1962. She was buried in the San Jer6nimo Cemetery 
(where Abuelita Catalina was buried). Both were cremated. Both were taken by Cholo (Celia’s son) 
to Buenos Aires. Celia's headstone is at El Cerro, at our house. 


Abuelita Catalina was Catholic but not practicing, but she had a crucifix hanging at the head of 
her bed. 


Malola: She died in Buenos Aires on July 8, 1952. She died from complications caused by 
diabetes. She was a music teacher (National Conservatory), mostly piano and violin. Studied music 
in Chivilcoy with private teachers and then she went to the National Conservatory and took 
exams. She graduated before getting married. In Buenos Aires, she continued with the Fracassi 
Conservatory. Malola was an admirer of Alfredo Palacios and Lisandro de La Torre. She had a 
piano at home and always played and tried to teach me to play but I hated it. 


Feliciano Insta: He was born in San Vicente on October 26, 1879. He died in Quilmes on March 
19, 1928. Studied dentistry. He married at the age of 28. After graduation, he went to work in 
Chivilcoy. There he met Malola. She watched him every day going from the boarding house where 
Feliciano lived to his downtown office. "I really liked seeing him." Cards were sent through the 
mail and they were cordially answered. He was Catholic but not practicing. He always worked 
independently but had a partner (he didn't like working alone). When he died, the partner kept 
the entire office. His hobby was the Basque ball game (pelota fronton). In Quilmes, he had a 
fronton at the house. He died of cardiac arrest; one night he felt bad and died at the house. Buried 
in Quilmes and then he was taken to Buenos Aires. 


1907 Chivilcoy — Buenos Aires 1916-1918 —Tandil 1918-1923 — Buenos Aires1924/25 
—Quilmes 1925-1929 — Buenos Aires. Enrique was born in Tandil on March 7, 1923, then the 
family decided to go back to Buenos Aires. The boys spent the summers in Chivilcoy with Abuelita 
Catalina. Saul, my other brother, was born on November 13, 1915. 


I was in Quilmes until the middle of the 2nd year of high school (it was a coed school). Later I 
entered the Escuela Normal Sarmiento for Women. I had a classmate Felipe Haynes (we were 
friends until the wedding). We stole tangerines from the house next to the school; we went up the 
wall and were hidden by the greenery of the tree and then the monitor of the school told us 
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“Aren’t you ashamed... you smell of tangerines." When I was in the Faculty of Philosophy at the 
University, I saw him enter a bar, and he had aged and did not recognize me. 


Malola in Buenos Aires: Urlenghi offered her the position of Administrator of the Narrow-Gauge 
Railroad, where she worked until her death. Her office was on Solis street corner with Alsina 
Street. Later, after Lola was already married, she moved to Viamonte Street. Enrique was going to 
primary school and so was Satil and I to the Normal School, and Malola went to the office. The 
boys would come back at noon; they had food already prepared or bought "something tasty." 
Malola returned in the middle of the afternoon. It was a small apartment, so they went to the Plaza 
del Congreso to have ice cream. In 1930, during the Revolution of 1930 (Uriburo), my boss, 
Urlenghi (chief of the FFAA), was denounced, so he called Malola and told her that he resigned. 


I graduated in December 1931 from the Normal School for Teachers. And I also studied music. In 
the summer of '32 we spent time in Mar del Plata with Enrique. Saul was already working with 
Nicolas, his uncle, (Bunge and Born, a cereal company). Julian Harguindey had already died. His 
wife Ana Floran had died a few months earlier (long illness with tuberculosis). They came to La 
Calera, in Cordoba, every summer. Julian had rented an apartment "to be in solitude" (he died of 
sadness, according to La Nena). He was very sick. He received his daughters one at the time, not all 
together. He was very shrewd in business, and Catalina would say, "everything he touched turned 
to gold.” 


La Nena and La Beca took care of the little ones because the mother, Ana Floran, was afraid of 
infecting them. Ana had music in her soul. One day it occurred to her that the bottles had musical 
sounds. She had someone make a piece of iron with legs and had bottles hanging with different 
levels of water and played music (she knew a lot about music). La Beca and La Nena dedicated 
their lives to their mother and taking care of the siblings, making promises not to attend parties or 
gatherings. They never got married. 


Victor Argento: he was a merchant, he was fine. They all lived in Buenos Aires. Uncle Lorenzo was 
always dressed in bombachas, boots, always with a gun if he went out to the fields and lived with 
Tia Josefina on Bustamante Street. 


Abuelita Catalina, a great lady, lived in Chivilcoy, in a very large house with a hallway, doors with 
ironwork, large living room that led to two other rooms, and bathrooms. The patios were enclosed 
full of plants in pots and three patios with rose bushes and vines and the house for the maid and 
gardener; she was married, and her husband worked on the patios. The large hallway had 
paintings; it faced to the right to the living room which was used to receive friends; on the left, was 
the grandmother's room with bathroom, to the right was the office, and to the left many windows 
and doors; the open patio with mosaic floor was on the right, then two bedrooms and the dining 
room. The patios with plants followed in the third courtyard that divided it next to the dining 
room. I remember the smell of wax, the ebony furniture, the library, and the piano. At the end of 
a long wall and behind were the stables which she did not use because she had a place that she 
could call, and they sent a pretty horse. 
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Of the four children, only Celia with Tito Uhart remained with her. Julian was the first to die 
when Malola was 16 years old. 


For ironing, they had a wood burning stove (bracero) with many small irons around it. One iron 
was taken using a potholder; it was cleaned and used to iron until it got cold, then the iron was 
changed. The children asked Abuelita Catalina to take the bracero to the 2nd patio, after dinner 
and the children (Lola, Saul, Enrique, Cacho, Toto...) sat around and the ironer told them scary 
stories about the evil lights, and they ate caramel popcorn. Cacho and Toto were going on vacation 
to grandfather Floran (Fidel) who lived in Chivilcoy. 


Cacho, Toto, Lola and Saul: They always summered in Chivilcoy; they had an open account (they 
wrote the purchases down in a libreta) at the grocery store and at the bakery next door to Uncle 
Fidel’s house; they were very nice, elegant and had delicious pastries. Fidel had his photo studio in 
front of the town square. Abuelita Catalina lived two blocks away on Sarmiento Street. All 
cobbled-stoned, very wide tree-lined streets. They always went to the cinema, in front of the square 
(matinee for children). Abuelita Catalina had a notebook (libreta) for the four of them where the 
movie house kept track of the tickets they bought. At the end of the movies, the kids went to the 
square and they sat on the garden walls and sent Toto, who was the youngest, to provoke other 
boys; he would tell them "zzzzonzzzzos" (stupids) and when they chased him, Cacho and Saul would 
jump them. (When they left the cinema, first they would point to some kids, and they said: “... that 
one... that one..." and there went Toto to provoke them. 


Abuelita Catalina had a large tree in her backyard, and they had made a small tree house on top 
and from there the kids would throw stuff to their neighbors. 


At carnival time, Feliciano and Malola had sent them some costumes, but they did not want to 
wear them because the neighbors were going to laugh at them; at the end, they wore them and they 
came out and the neighbors saw them, a scuttled ensued and they ended up with the turbans all 
crooked. The carnival included the corsos (carnival fairs and parades) with murgas. The well-to-do 
families paraded in carriages with horses. La Nena and La Beca rode in carriages with a basket of 
flowers, and they exchanged flowers with the boys. 


Each family had its own palco (box) on the bleachers and the older people sat there to watch the 
parade and all the festivities. Abuelita Catalina had her own palco and Fidel had his. They waved 
and clapped and after 12 o'clock at night you could get wet using lead bottles filled with plain 
water or scented water. The big kids threw "squirts of water,” and we squeezed the bottles dry and 
then asked for more money to buy some more. Sometimes we jumped into the square’s pool full of 
dirty water and Abuelita Catalina did not like it. 


We had bicycles, we played soccer on the third patio, and marbles. La Vieja and La Chia (Celia 
and Eva), daughters of Albina Pico and Nicolas Harguindey used to come and visit us. 


Nair Rosso Lastra was also from Chivilcoy. She became Tito Harguindey’s wife. In most of the 
adventures, Toto did not participate. They took him to the cinema, but he was still too young. 
Once a week, we had to have lunch at Uncle Fidel's house, very strict and formal. Lunch didn't 
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start until Uncle Fidel picked up the cutlery, he was served first, and he led the conversation. It 
was a big obligation to attend the lunches; we didn't like it and we always got the giggles (Cacho, 
Lola and Saul). Fidel said things that did not interest us; we had to eat very properly. The serving 
platter was left next to Fidel, the maid carried the dishes, Fidel served the plates, and the maid 
distributed them. When there were just grownups eating, the maid served the plates. They served 
lemonade or orange juice, but before we drank it, we had to clean our mouths. If you wanted 
something, you had to say, "Permission, Uncle Fidel." Fidel was very generous to his grandchildren 
and Abuelita Catalina’s grandchildren in Buenos Aires. At the fancy pastry shop "El Molino," he 
would pay so La Beca could enter the glass display window to eat any cake she wanted because she 
could not decide what she wanted. (Cacho told me this happened in 1913?) 


Tito Uhart worked for the company Bunge and Born, specializing in agricultural grains. He was a 
storyteller. He used to take us children to the countryside and told us long stories. Celia 
Harguindey, his wife, had two boys, Alcides and Adolfo. Adolfo died when he was 4 years old of a 
brain tumor. Celia became very ill, and he was buried by Abuelita Catalina. Later, she had another 
boy named Adolfo Segundo. At Christmas time, they all got together at Abuelita Catalina’s place. 


The Harguindey Family 


Fidel had his own party with the Florans. Ana Floran never wanted to go to Abuelita Catalina’s 
parties because she didn't want to infect the rest of the family. With Julian, they stayed in Buenos 
Aires. Truly, she saved the lives of the children. She played the guitar beautifully. 


I don't remember seeing Abuelita Catalina angry. We felt free, we didn't have to get up early, we 
had breakfast and then went out. We returned at noon for lunch. Abuelita Catalina, sometimes 
she napped or read a lot. On Thursdays, they prepared to eat what was left over. Abuelita Catalina 
made the cook prepare very delicious dishes or bought goodies from the pastry shop. Normally she 
received visitors at home, when she needed to leave, she sent the maid to get the car or the 
carriage. Celia knew how to play the piano very well. 


The acoustics of the theater had been built by the same people who had built the Teatro Colon. 
Fidel had his box, and people loved to look at Eloisa in his box. Fidel liked opera. They did not go 
to the box until the lights were turned off. When they turned on the lights after the first act all the 
people turned around with their binoculars to see the box and to see Eloisa who placed herself in a 
pose and leaned on the railing, like a painting. Eloisa was very beautiful. She looked through the 
blinds at her windows and only dusted them with the little feather duster. She always had 
gentlemen callers; when she received someone, they had to sit in an armchair two meters away and 
she always had a light behind her because she looked better that way. 


One of the major painters from Buenos Aires, Koek Koek (Stephen Koek Koek) brought her 
chocolates and gave her paintings that she kept for a while and then she threw away. Small liquor 
glasses were served. The kids waited until Koek Koek left and then she would give them the 
chocolates. 
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The Insta Family 


Ramon Insta: Born in 1842. His mother was Magdalena Fulcos. His father was called Juan Ramon 
Insta. He didn't work much; he had large landholdings, with many families working there; had 
lots of cattle, fruit trees. He was wealthy and he was very nice; he had a mustache, tall, skinny, and 
always well-dressed even if he went to the fields. Always used a horse-drawn carriage. 


Ramon: Born in 1874. He had a dairy business in General Madariaga. Dark complexion, straight 
hair, black eyes. Very handsome. 


Domingo F. : Born in 1887. A bank manager in Buenos Aires; light hair, light eyes. Married to 
Sofia C. Sallies, on Oct. 4, 1919. 


Andrés Justino: He was born around December 20, 1881. 
Feliciano: was born February 5, 1880. 


Leonardo: He committed suicide (1922?). He studied medicine, good looking, white complexion, 
tall, brown hair. 


Eduardo: He was in love with a Jewish girl ("She was a beauty"), bank employee in Buenos Aires. 
Tomasa: Born on January 29, 1876. Always at home, single. 
Serapia: Born October 1, 1870. Also, always at home, single. 


Abuelita Catalina had a horse-drawn carriage. "She didn't like cars, because they had a smell." The 
driver was in a high seat with a hood behind him. Every day, they went for a ride in Chivilcoy. 


Tito (Salvador Uhart) worked for Bunge and Born. He controlled the quality of the grains. It is 
possible they did not pay him as an employee because he had businesses to the side that had to do 
with the company. He sent samples of grains and had the equipment and the men to load the 
sacks of grains. It was said that he had the best "equipment" because at that time it was very 
important how the piles of sacks were arranged in the sheds (they were Tito's?); it was quite a skill. 
They put slopping logs on the wagons and stacked them to avoid moisture. He had several teams. 
All the cereal went to Buenos Aires. The sheds were outside. The teams loaded the wagons in the 
fields, the wagons took them to the shed and from the sheds to the trains. 


I was invited by Juan Duarte to visit the family who lived in the countryside. Domingo or anyone 
in the family took me to his house. I liked to go because I played with dogs and the horses. Tito 
used to go often to visit. Juan was his uncle. 


On vacation, all my cousins went to Chivilcoy. The Florans were from Chivilcoy where La Beca, La 
Nena, Cacho, and Toto went. I was going to Abuelita Catalina's house. Abuelita Catalina's 
coachman took us all for rides. 


Fidel Floran was a Spaniard. He was very organized, everything had to look nice. He became a 
widow when he was very young. He had a black maid; the house was always run by her, so when 
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Ana died nothing changed, and he kept it that way until he died. They called her "Nonita." They 
treated her with a lot of respect. A separate table was set up in the same dining room for her. Fidel 
told her to come to the big table, but she said, "I have my way at the table, and I like to have my 
own table." "But Nonita, come to our table," the girls would ask her, and she pretended to get 
angry. From her table she would control all the kids at mealtime. 


Fidel had a day during the week when he invited the rest of the family for dinner. Everybody had 
to have clean hands, clean nails, hair combed. Everyone had to eat elegantly, using the proper 
cutlery, and napkins. Nonita controlled the drinks which she served on the glasses (none dared to 
serve themselves). Everything was served by Nonita. Fidel served each course at the proper time 
and Nonita carried the plates to each person. Malola said that this way everyone would end up 
“very well educated” (she laughed). 


Fidel was a painter and a photographer (he was an artist); but he was very expensive. He used 
special effects with lights, especially if the subjects wore glasses. People came all the way from 
Buenos Aires to have Fidel do their portraits. Taking a picture with him was an event. He would 
say, “The head is better like this." He had special lights and didn't finish until he got what he 
wanted. He didn't use magnesium. It was all artistic work. 


Abuelita Catalina took in immigrant girls and taught them all the chores of good housekeeping. 
She trained them for a year. They were "interesting" because they were immigrants from other 
countries and spoke different languages; they learned Spanish with her little by little. 


They ironed with irons with charcoal embers inside. One day, they asked Abuelita Catalina if they 
could iron after hours, at night. Abuelita Catalina said yes, then Lola, Beca, Nena, and Sati sat on 
the floor to listen to the tales from Italy. Chivilcoy was an Italian settlement. 


Abuelita Catalina had lands that had belonged to Julian Harguindey. When she became a widow, 
little by little they were lost, she had to sell them together with her jewelry. Ofelia had earrings that 
belonged to the Mazza family. Marta has a ring and a cameo. When Celia and Abuelita Catalina 
came over to Malola’s house, they would put jewelry on me to see how I looked with the jewelry. 


I studied in Quilmes until 1930 and then in Buenos Aires at the Normal School No. 9 Sarmiento, 
which trained teachers. 


I do not remember meeting Tito Uhart's parents. They were not there or had passed away.

THE ACCIDENT AS REMEMBERED BY ABUELA LOLA 
(Dictated by Lola Insua de Stiefel to Oscar Stiefel, her son, on February 8, 2001) 


Tito (Salvador Uhart), Cholo's father, worked in a grain and cereal business. Juan Duarte had large 
landholdings and produced cereals. We always used to go to Juan Duarte's country home in Tito’s 
car. We liked to go. That day Saul and Alcides also went. We went to Juan’s house for business. 
On the way back, we were in the back of the car, Juan, Saul, Alcides and I. Juan was a big guy, 
good-looking and friendly. The car, a Chevrolet convertible, was Juan Duarte's and he had a driver 
who drove them everywhere. Tito had a car, but Juan's was more comfortable. In the front of the 
car were Tito and the driver. 


Suddenly, I felt the car spinning and swerving to the left (it was a cobbled road). And then it 
turned around, at regular speed and I felt as if we were sinking; we went a little farther and then 
we turned upside down. I grabbed the front seat and stayed in the middle, but an iron rod hit my 
head. We fell into a vacant lot, between two houses, at the entrance to Chivilcoy. When I woke 
up, I was surrounded by dried blood, and I was full of blood too; a lot of time had gone by. We 
were still inside the car. The top of the convertible would have had some iron rods on the sides. 
Alcides was crushed, he had a broken head; I was the only one awake. All I wanted to do was get 
Saul out who was passed out and squeezed almost to the waist. I wanted to pick him up, but I 
couldn't. Saul had his whole thigh open, and my collarbone was broken. Cholo's dad was very 
angry because they were going too fast... everyone was arguing. I started pulling Saul out when the 
help arrived. I was pulling him by his arms. Alcides was dead and Juan Duarte had his head under 
the iron rods. There were no bends on the road and the road was clear. The car was turned upside 
down. As soon as the accident was known, immediately there was a bunch of people there. 


Our family arrived from Buenos Aires because we did not arrive home on time, so they went on 
the road looking for us, so I calculate that two or three hours had passed since the accident. 
Strange that no one passed by on the road after the accident. We had gone early in the morning 
and had eaten at Juan Duarte's, and the accident happened in the early afternoon or close to noon 
so that was why they were concerned that we did not come home for lunch. 


Beca was driving the car, they arrived alone, maybe someone warned them. Beca and Nena were 
waiting for us because it was the Feast of the Three Kings. And we were bringing toys. 


I had an arm with a sling and a patch on my head. I would have stayed to sleep there or been taken 
to Celia's. Malola was called on the phone in Buenos Aires and appeared that night with Feliciano. 
Satil was in the hospital. 


Alcides and Juan Duarte had their wake at Abuelita Catalina's house. They thought that Abuelita 
Catalina would organize everything. When Juana Duarte came with the girls, Abuelita Catalina 
told them to go home (she sent them back in her horse-drawn carriage and then went back for 
them later). Abuelita Catalina told the immediate family that night that she needed the house and 
told them to clear the house, and then she sent for Juana and the girls so they could say goodbye 
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to their father. The family was so grateful that for many years, Evita would write to Abuelita 
Catalina and then Evita would say "that she was at her service for whatever she wanted." 


Abuelita Catalina didn't even open the letters, she had torn them up and burned them. This fact is 
part of the family story, as told by Abuelita Catalina. 


(Author’s note: This was the time during the Peronista dictatorship and Abuelita Catalina didn’t 
want anything to do with the government because she was anti-Peronista.)

It has been the eightieth anniversary of the physical disappearance of Don Juan Duarte, the father 
of Maria Eva Duarte de Perén, who died here, in our city, on Friday, January 8, 1926, because of 
the serious injuries he suffered, in a car accident, recorded on Wednesday, January 6, at noon. On 
that summer day, eight decades ago, Don Juan Duarte, returned to Chivilcoy, from the rural area, 
aboard a Chevrolet car, in the company of his nephew, Salvador Uhart, a son of the latter, Alcides 
Uhart, 10 years old; the children, Saul Insta Harguindey and Lola Insta Harguindey - Uhart's 
nephews - aged 8 and 11, respectively, and the youngest driver, Juan Leiva. The vehicle, which was 
driven by Salvador Uhart, was traveling along the road Mitre Avenue, towards the center of the 
city, about three blocks from Mariano Moreno Square, when made a turn to the left side of the 
road. As a result of such an unforeseen and painful event, the boy Alcides Uhart, 10 years old, 
ceased to exist instantly due to a fracture of the base of the skull, while Don Juan Duarte, 66, 
ended up with three fractured ribs and a severe concussion. 


The victims of the accident received immediate medical attention from the doctors, doctors 
Alejandro Bancora, Juan Cecilio Lamon and Francisco Eldésegui, who arranged for the urgent 
transfer of Don Juan Duarte to the Municipal Hospital. There he died, almost two days later, at 
4:30 in the morning of January 8, 1926. The evening newspaper "La Verdad,” reflected in a 
detailed journalistic chronicle, the circumstances of the tragic accident, which aroused a feeling of 
stupor and sorrow, within our Chivilcoyan community. On January 11, 1926, Francisco Anselmo 
Castagnino, one of Don Juan Duarte's sons-in-law, declared his death before the head of the Civil 
Registry, Esc. Juan Gavirondo, in accordance with what was stated in the death certificate, Number 
9, of that year. In the text of that consignment, it is pointed out that Don Juan Duarte had died of 
a concussion, according to the medical certificate of Doctor Francisco Eldésegui, with the 
intervention of the local police. Born in Chivilcoy, on November 1, 1858, Don Juan Duarte, 
farmer, domiciled in the third section, was the son of the French immigrants, Francisco Duarte 
and Maria Echegoyen, and widower of Adela Uhart, who saw the light, in 1861 and died in 
September 1919. They acted as witnesses - appearing in the record - Dardo Calderon and José J. 
Michellis, who expressed "having seen the corpse." The remains of Don Juan Duarte were veiled in 
the house located on Villarino Avenue number 260 (today, Villarino 264), and the funeral service, 
was in charge of the Michellis company. The burial took place on Saturday, January 9, 1926, at the 
9th hour, resting the coffin inside the vault: Elgoyhen-Duarte, in the cemetery of our city. The 
obituary announcement of Don Juan Duarte, published in the pages of the newspaper "La 
Verdad,” included his children: Adelina Duarte de Grisolia, Catalina Duarte de Castagnino, Pedro 
(absent), Magdalena Duarte de Gatto, Eloisa Duarte de Mufioz Rizzi and Susana Duarte; his sisters 
Maria Duarte de Elgoyhen and Ursula Duarte de Uhart; his sons-in-law, his brothers-in-law, his 
nephews, grandchildren, cousins and other bereaved. 
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Maria Eva Duarte de Peron (1919-1952), who was just 6 years old when her father died tragically, 
was born from the relationship between Don Juan Duarte and Juana Ibarguren. From that same 
union, they came to light: Blanca, in 1908, Elisa, in 1910, Juan Ramon, in 1914, and Erminda, in 
1916.

THE TRAGIC DEATH OF JUAN DUARTE 


(From the tabloid, Locomotora del Norte. Chivilcoy, Argentina) 


On January 8, 1926, 84 years ago, a person died in our city who had not had any political 
involvement or participated in any initiative that had to do with the community; he had simply 
engaged in his private businesses. It was an event without relevance. How can we report it? The 
death of a good citizen: don Juan Duarte. 


I have the death certificate of Juan Duarte and the funeral notice. They come from the hands of 
Eva Duarte de Peron, a woman who marked an era in Argentine politics, remembered with hatred 
by a reactionary minority and with affection from the masses. She was one of the "illegitimate" 
daughters - let's use unfriendly words. Juan Duarte had eleven children: six legitimate and five 
illegitimate. Two were male: Pedro Duarte, legitimate, and Juan Ramon Duarte, illegitimate. Eva's 
mother, Juana Ibarguren, was a caretaker at the estancia "La Union,” in Los Toldos, and there she 
met Juan Duarte. 


Born in 1860, Duarte was the son of French Basque immigrants. He was dedicated to agricultural 
activities. Where is that record? There is a record where he appears as the owner of a thresher, in 
the Aramburu Guide of 1907. How do you know Juana lbarguren if Juan Duarte was in Chivilcoy? 
The thresher owners, at that time, worked in very large areas of the province and it is very possible 
that he met her at one of those jobs. 


The data that appears on the Internet, for example, indicates that he had married Adela Grisolia 
are erroneous. There is no Adela Grisolia. The lady's name was Adela Uhart. A legitimate daughter 
of both marries a Grisolia and then Juan Duarte goes to live with this married daughter, at the 
house where the wake took place, which remains as it was then. A house located in front of the 
Clinica del Carmen, at Ave. Villarino 271, which, due to the importance associated with the 
surname Duarte, should be declared a historical monument and preserved as is, at least, the front. 


The accident occurred on Mitre Avenue, at that time a cobbled road, at noon, close to the Sports 
Federation. In a hooded Chevrolet car, two people were traveling in the front and four in the 
back. They were only two grownups: Duarte and his nephew, Salvador Uhart, who was driving. 
Uhart had problems with one of his legs, just the one which he used to step on the accelerator. 
They were coming at some speed and, for unknown reasons, the car stumbled several times, went 
into the shoulder and ended up overturned in the opposite direction to where they were coming 
from. Keep in mind that the cobblestones are much more slippery than the asphalt. As a result, 
Alcides Uhart - son of the driver- lost his life due to a blow to the head. Juan Duarte suffered skull 
trauma and broken ribs. That happened on January 6, 1926, and Duarte died a day later. The 
Michellis company was in charge of the burial and he is buried in the Duarte vault, the first on the 
right at the old entrance of the municipal cemetery.

We do not know if the illegitimate children, especially Eva Peron, visited the father's vault. They 
were at the wake on Villarino Avenue. Eva Duarte was then six years old. Some people say, but 
they are simply commenting, that they did not let the illegitimate family enter at a time when all 
the other relatives of Chivilcoy were there. But that, at dawn, the family was allowed to enter the 
house. The name of Juan Duarte, as far as we know, was never mentioned by Maria Eva Duarte de 
Peron. That means that they were perfectly aware of the embarrassing situation at that time 
because the extramarital circumstances.
